Thursday of this week is the third anniversary of the 
formal surrender of Japan aboard the U. S. battleship Mis- 
souri in Tokyo bay. But the country has already observed Aug. 
14, the actual date of the Japanese surrender in 1945, as 
World W a r II Victory Day. Pacific W a r Memorial, Inc , headed 
by Lt. Gen. Richardson, wants Congress to designate Sept. 2 
as V Day for future observance. Three bills on this subject 
were introduced in the 80th Congress. Each named Aug. 14 


DS V Day. 


It was not until M a y 1938, nearly 20 yearS after the armis- 
tice in World W a r I, that Congress gotnround to designating 
Nov. 11 as Armistice Day. Congress then made it a legal holi- 
day for the District of Columbia. Congress has no power to de- 
clare "national" holidays. All of the states had previously 
made Armistice Day a holiday within their borders. 


At 1 p. m. on Nov. 
11, 1918, President Wilson read the 
terms of the World W a r I armistice to Congress. Then he said: 
"The war thus comes to an end: for, having accepted these 
terms af armistice, it will be impossible for the German com- 
mand to renew it." However, the formal termination of that 
war was delayed for more than two and a half years—until
